We should know at 
once thata man who holds 
the above has nothing that 
will profit us, therefore we 
should not allow one of his 
books or publications in our 
homes, nor attend any lect- 
ures by him or any of his co- 
workers. 

Mr. J. H. Burridge, a well 
known Bible teacher has this 
to say of Mr. Russell; “For 
though he makes most pre- 
sumptious personal claims he 
also sees the need of an au- 
thority outside himself; hence 
the Scriptures must be made 
to back up his false teaching 
to persuade his hearers that, 
though so entirely opposed to 
all that honored servants of 
God have ever taught, yet 
his teaching was the teaching 
of Scripture, hidden as it had 
been till C. T. Russell came 
on the scene to bring it forth.” 

As “pastor” his title ap- 
pears harmless enough but 
Mr. Russell frequently refers 
to himself as “that faithful and 
wise servant,” “that servant 
whom his Lord when he 
cometh shall find so doing,” 
and whom He makes “ruler 
over all his goods” Matt. 
24-46. 

He demands his follows to 
absolutely accept his teach- 
ing and authority. He claims 
to have received special re- 
velations on the prophecies 
and concerning their fulfiill- 








herents believe him to be | 
that “servant” of the Lord| 
and a prophet, in fact it is be- | 
ing made a “teat” of fellow- 
ingship. Of course the eyes 
of many are being opened to 
his false pretensions, while 
thousands of others are being 
drawn into the fold of “Rus- 
sellism.” 

May God ever give us 
such inspiration that we may 
rightly divide His word, keep- 
ing us on the way that will 
eventually land us safe- 
ly into His eternal kingdom, 
where we shall never again 
have to contend with error 


and falsehood.
